kets started out firmer, with light receipts of 
grain and hogs, but wheat soon broke under 
large offerings, which were believed to in- 
clude about 1,000,000. bushels for a party in 
the Northwest, and declined to 79340 for 
May, being the lowest point yet.

Tue City-Hall employés are getting rest- 
ive because they haven’t received any pay for 
their services of late.

Tue Llinois corn crop of 1885 was greater 
than that of 1884 by 23,365,636 bushels, that 
for 1885 amounting to over 230,000,000 
bushels. Nearly all the other crops were 
decreased as compared with previous years. 
More hogs and cattle were raised, but fewer 
sheep and less wool. The seeding of winter 
wheat for the 1886 crop is 15 per cent less 
than for that of 1885 and rye 10 per cent 
less.

A CORRESPONDENT who affixes the signa- 
ture of Middleman” to his communication 
asks Toe TRrspuNE whether a higher rate of 
profit is not allewed to the newsdealers and 
newsboys in the Eastern cities than Tun 
TRIBUNE is willing to concede to purchasers 
at wholesale in Chicago. : 

Itis evident that the correspondent is 
wholly ignorant of the conditions under 
which the distribution of newspapers is car- 
ried on in the Eastern cities. The newsdeal- 
ers and newsboys in New York City, for ex- 
ample, distribute all the morning newspapers 
on a margin of half a cent per copy. The 
New York Times, Herald, Sun, and World 
are sold at wholesale for one and a half cents 
each, and the middleman is obliged to dis- 
pose of them at two cents each, having a dif- 
ference of only half acent between the first 
cost and his selling price. The rate of profit 
on these papers is but 25 per. cent, whereas 
Tus Curcaco Trisune, by its new terms, 
allows to dealers 50 per cent profit, or twice 
what any New York dealer can make on 
the leading papers there. 

The New York Tribune, which is sold for 
three cents, is delivered to dealers only at 
the rate of two and one-quarter cents, allow- 
ing the dealer three-quarters of a cent profit 
per copy, whereas Tun Cuicaco TRIBUNE 
is delivered free in any part ot the city at 
two cents net, and the dealer has a profit ofa 
cent on each copy, or 50 per cent on his in- 
vestment. 

What is true of the New York newspapers 
is equally true of the Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Washington papers. 

There is no morning journal sold in any of 
the Atlantic cities which yields as big a rate 
of profit to the dealers as Tur CMCAGO 
‘TRIBUNE at its new rates. As a rule it may 
be said that Tuz TriBuNE allows twice as 
much profit to the dealer as any of the news- 
papers printed in the Eastern cities re- 
ferred to. 


PRESENT PHASE OF THE. GREAT 
STRIKE. 

It is probable that out of 100 disinterested 
men selected at random no two could agree 
as to the actual issue now involved in the great 
railroad strike in the Southwest. Since the 
beginning of the difficulty the strikers have 
not furnished the public any clear, full, 
and authentic statement of their demands, 
nor have the railroad managers made such a 
showing in respect to their side of the ques- 
tion. The original controversy over the dis- 
charge of one C. A. Hall from the employ of 
the Texas Pacific has practically disappeared 
from view and the strike takes on new 
phases from day to day. It seems clear now 
that the difficulty cannot be ended by the ar- 
bitration of the original controversy nor even 
by the reinstatement of Hall, The trouble 
has swollen from day to day, and, while still 
vague and undefined, is ominous enough to 
provoke the repeated inquiries as to the 
cause and purpose of the leaders of the 
strike. 

Tue Ta mor is unable to state in detail 
just what are the demands of the strikers, 
as they may be enlarged tomorrow. We 
would be obliged to any person authorized to 
speak for the Knights of Labor” for a full 
and explicit statement of what they want, 
clearly and plainly stated. In the absence 
of any such statement either on the part of 
the strikers or the railroad managers it would 
seem that in its present phase the strike is 
being waged not to secure larger pay or 
shorter hours of work, but to enforce the 
recognition of the federated Knights of 
Labor as the power with which the railroads 
must treat hereafter in the settlement of 


“Grand Master” Powderly said he could 
meet the former only in his (Powder- 
ly’s) capacity as the chief executive officer of 
the Knights of Labor—an organization repre- 
senting hundreds of different trades, and in

workmen of the whole country to bear on 
each railroad, . Thus a quarrel which at most 
concerned only one trades-union is to be 
taken up by all, and the present strike is ex- 
pected to establish the doctrine that employ- 
ers must treat hereafter not with their em- 
ployés, or with one trades-union, but with the 
„ Knights of Labor as an organization hav- 
ing power to stop work m a hundred trades 
in the United States and the Dominion and 
declare boycotts extending over every State 
in the Union and Canadian province. Ap- 
pearances indicate that such is the present 
purpose of the strike against the Southwest- 
ern railroads, but we would be glad indeed 
to learn that this view is erroneous. 

One extreme produces the other. Action 
and reaction are equal; and if each employer 
must deal with the combined power of all the 
trades in the Nation in the settlement of labor 
disputes, will they not he compelled to organ- 
ize themselves in a defensive alliance? In- 
telligent men like Mr. Powderly must see 
that this is the inevitable outcome of the mat- 
ter, It each one of the 400,000 employers of 
labor in the United States is forced to deal 
with the combined trades-unions in the settle- 
ment of matters relating to his own business, 
it follows that all employers will be driven to 
perfect an alliance and select another Pow- 
derly ” to act as their spokesman. If a strike 
to coerce one company can involve every 
trade in the country the same will be true of 
a lockout. Under such a rule a wageworker 
whose relations with his employer were en- 
tirely satisfactory might find himself deprived 
of his means of livelihood at any time be- 
cause of a strike or lockout ordered in some 
distant State. The natural tendency of cap- 
ital is to engage in competition; bat if forced 
into combination it would have a giant's 
power over the question of work and wages. 
Such a combination of capitalists would be 
deplorable in its effects on the industry of 
the country, but an organization of this char- 
acter is inevitable if the freedom of private 
contract is to be abolished and a labor com- 
bination war is to be waged against employ- 
ers. As we understand it the present strike 
involves a doctrine revolutjonary in charac- 
ter, and which if carried out would bear with 
ruinous force on both capital and labor and 
throw the industries and commerce of the 
Nation into chaos. 

NUTS FOR BELL TO CRACE, 

The bill of complaints, printed in yester- 
day’s Trreune, filed by the United States 
Government in the great telephone suit pre- 
sents some very hard nuts which Mr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell will have to crack, and 
should he fail te do so the failure will pre 
sent him in a very unenviable light before 
the country. The accusstions which Uncle 
Sam” makes (for he is the plaintiff in the 
case) against the great telephone monopolist 
are not trifling ones. They involve fraud, 
falsehood, conspiracy, and theft, and they are 
sufficiently numerous and varied to keep Mr. 
Bell busy for some time to come with expla- 
nations. 

The first charge which Uncle Sam makes 
goes to the very root of the controversy— 
namely: that Mr. Bell did not take out a 
patent for the transmission of speech by elec- 
tricity at all. Under the law it was neces- 
sary for him to make a clear and concise 
statement of his system and of all the ap- 
paratus connected with it. In his applica- 
tion he described his system ae an improve- 
ment in telegraphy, growing out of a pre- 
vious patent for which he had made applica- 
tion, based on the system of multiple telegra- 
phy. This misled the examiner and he 
failed to make any investigation to see 
whether any patent had been applied for on 
the subject of transmiiting speech by elec- 
tricity. More than this, it is claimed that he 
was not even the inventor of the improve- 
ments in telegraphy which were elaimed in 
his specification. Such ambiguity of de- 
scription as this is sufficient to make his 
patent void. This is the first nut Mr. Bell 
must crack. 

The second nut is an equally hard one, for 
it involves something more than mere un- 
truth. Bell filed his application for a patent 
for improved methods of telegraphy” Feb. 
14, 1876. The same day, and before Mr. 
Bell got in with his application, Prof. Gray 
had filed his caveat for an invention for 
transmitting articulate speech by electricity.” 
There was nothing ambiguous in Prof. Gray’s 
specifications. Under the laws he was en- 
titled to have his caveat preserved in secrecy 
and to file his description and models within 
three months after notice of any other ap- 
plication filed withm one year with which 
his caveat would interfere. Five days after 
his caveat was filed he was notified by the 
examiner of Bell’s claim, not for the trans- 
mission of speech, but for a telephonic tele- 
graph—*‘a far-sounding method of trans- 
mitting telegraph signals.” The turther 
progress of the matter shows that there was 
collusion somewhere in the Patent Office to 
defraud Prof. Gray, for, in contravention of 
his rights of secrecy, the fact of his applica- 
tion is not alone communicated to Bell, but a 
knowledge of what he had set forth in his 
specifications. Inducements were also 
brought to bear upon the patent officials to 

have them find out what time in the day the 
caveat was filed. The result was the de- 
cision that Prof. Gray was not entitled to 
the notice which had been sent him, and, 
without giving him any opportunity to prove 
the time, the notice was withdrawn. If this 
be true it adds conspiracy to untruth. 

The next nut looks as if it had fraud 
written on it. It should be remembered that 
the patent officials, or some of them, had 
communicated to Bell the details of the 
method set forth in Prof. Gray’s caveat. Bell 
obtained his patent March 10, 1876. Three 
days after that he for the first time succeeded 
in transmitting articulate speech by an elec- 
tric-speaking telephone. not by any device 

in his application, but by the exact 
method set forth in Prof. Gray’s caveat, 
which goes to show that he never contem- 
plated using his device for the transmission 
of speech. ; 

Having got thus far, it was necessary to 
go farther, and this involves another tough 
nut for Bell’s hammer. The 30th of Janu- 
ary, 1877, he took out another patent tor cer- 
tain devices and apparatus for the transmis- 
sion of speech, which it is charged were 
taken bodily from apparatus already in ex- 
istence, and this patent was so drawn as to

apply for a patent a year before this time, 
but was dissuaded by some of Bell’s friends 


Western Union, Bell was declared the in- 
-ventor and Dolbear was left out in the cold. 


In view of this second alleged fraud

claimed that the second patent, covering the 
various parts of telephone mechanism, should 
be set aside. 
It may be that Mr. Bell can satisfactorily 
erack all these nuts. It may be that he can 
explain away all these damaging assertions. 


He will have the amplest opportunity, Fort- 


unately the complaint is lodged by Uncle 
Sam himself, and if his allegations of fraud 
and falsehood and the appropriation of other 
inventors’ ideas and accomplishments are 
sustained full justice will be done to those 
who have been despoiled, The future prog- 
ress of the suit will be watched with interest 
by the whole public.

THE NEW YORK RAILWAY FRAN- 
| CHISE BILL, 

The Governor of New York has signed the 
Railway Franchise bill and it is now the law 
of the State, By its provisions the local 
authorities must, as the condition of their 
consent, sell the franchises proposed to be 
granted at public auction to the highest re- 
sponsible bidder. The bill also applies to 
all applications now pending to which con- 
sent has not been finally given by the local 
authorities, and to those cases where the con- 
sent of the authorities has been obtained but 
not the consent of the requisit number of 
property-owners, 

The bill is a just and fair one inall its pro- 
visions, and it may do some good hereafter, 
though its passage at the present time is a 
good deal like locking the stable-door after 
the horse is gone. The worst of the mis- 
chief has been done in the stealing of the 
Broadway Railroad franchise, the fruits of 
which the thieves are now enjoying. ‘Lhis 
is evidently the view which Goy. 
Hill takes of it, as he. advises 
the Legislature that it is competent to take 
such action as will prevent the scheme from 
yielding any profit and will restore to the 
city the franchise stolen from it, as it is 
within ite power to annul or dissolve any 
corporation formed under the General Rail- 
road act of 1850 or the Street Surface Rail- 
way act of 1884. The work of the Legisla- 
ture, therefore, will hardly be complete until 
it has compelled the thieves to make restitu- 
tion of their booty, 2 

And then, whatabout the future? Is a 
sale of franchises at auction any guaranty that 
the proceeds of the sale will not be stolen ? 
The trouble in the past has not been in the 
manner of disposing of franchises so much 
as it has been with the disposition of the pro- 
ceeds, Substantially the franchises have al- 
ways been sold at auction, but the 
money, instead of going into the 
City Treasury, has gone into the 
pockets of the Aldermanic __ thieves, 
If the new bill will prevent the city from 
being defrauded by eorporate highwaymen 
and will prevent the sale of Aldermanic 
votes to the highest -bidder it will be an ex- 
cellent measure; but it will have to be tried 
before itcan be said with safety that it will 
prevent Aldermen from giving away fran- 
chises or that they will not find some way of 
evading it. The franchise is the magnet 
which draws dishonest men and makes them 
so eager to get intoa Board of Aldermen. 
It explains the reason why so many Alder- 
men in this city are unwilling to give up 
their seats and why so many other thieves 
are trying to get into the board. It has 
hitherto been the safest and most lucrative 
system of public plunder. The people have 
been obliged to sit idly by without any re- 
dress and see the thieves stealing the 
plunder and making off with it with perfect 


impunity. If the New York law can be so | 


administered as to compel railroad cor- 
porations to justly compensate the city for 
the valuable privileges conceded to them, 
and can secure that compensation for the 
City Treasury instead of making it public 
plunder for Aldermanic highwaymen—if, in 
a word, the law will render Aldermen in 
New York powerless to rob the city, it is the 
kind of law we want here. 


Tue Committee on Education in the House 
have decided to take a month’s time in order 
to study the subject involved in the Blair 
Educational mendicancy bill before making a 
report upon it. If they are really in earnest 
it will not take them a week to find eut that 
the bill is a mischievous one, and, if carried, 
will tend to retard education in the South 
rather than to promote it. Already the mere 
hope that the bill will pass has had a damag- 
ing effect. The more influential of the South- 
ern papers themselves are full of warnings 
which the advocates of National mendicancy 
should read and consider. The Selma (Ala.) 
Times, for instance, says: 


It is idle to talk of the South's not being able 
to educate the negro in the presence of what 
she bas alreacgy done. Already, bowever, the 
insidious influence of the Blair bill has been at 
work; there bas been a falling off in interest 
among the Southern States in their schools; 
appropriations have been kept back in expec- 
tation that the Federal pie would be handed 
round. If the Federal pie ts ever banded 
round we shall see our own systems debauched 
by contact with a system under Federal su per- 
vision: we shail see tne negro once more look- 
mg to Washington for sympathy and support, 
and we shall see the white man utterly inaiffer- 
ent to the fate of the Nation's ward.“ This 
appropriation will be a perpetual one if it is 
ever once made, and will, in our judgment, 
crush State pride in education; it will strain 
more than they ever have been strained the 
relations of whites and biacks, and will leave 


us finally dependent upon Congressional 


bounty. . 

Even in Louisiana, which ranks lowest in 
educational matters, there has been an im- 
provement, as the following from the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat will show: 

There is some improvement noticeable, 
although slight, in the number of schools and 
teachers and in the enroliment and at end- 
ance. There is a marked improvement in 
the duration of the time in which the public 
schools are kept open, 150 days now as against 
101 days in 1883 and 92 in 1882. 

All over the South improvement was visi- 
ble in educational progress until this mis- 
chievous bill was introduced, offering a 
bounty from the National Treasury. If the 
Committee on Education are in earnest they 
will find this out long before the month is 
up and let the bill die a natural death. 


THERE were signs yesterday of a disposition, 
both here and in New York, to take advan- 
tage of the present labor excitement to fur- 
ther depress the prices of food. The bears 
may reason correctly in regard to this so far 
as the West is concerned, or they may not; 
but the value of the theory further East is 


expectation that it will go to the demnition 
bow-wows.” Also the strikers, and those 
who have the step in contemplation, might 
find in this a profitable theme for reflection. 
In the event of a scarcity of food, owmg to 
the lack of transportation facilities, they cer- 
tainly would not suffer the least, and might 
find themselves in a terrible strait with their 
wives and children crying for bread and none 
to help them. 


AxnouT five weeks ago Tun TRIBUNE con- 
tained a small table of freight-rates on flour 
as quoted by a miller in Minneapolis from 
that city to several points in Canada. Those 
rates were lower in each case, save one, than 
the freights charged from Chicago to the 
same points, The inference that flour could 
be carried from Minneapolis more cheaply 
than from Chicago was corrected in a subse- 
quent issue by the statement that the figures 
given were based on the supposition, not ex- 
pressed, that the freight from the Miasis- 
sippi to this city was counted in the quoted 
price of the flour by the party who wrote the 
letter. We are now requested to publish the 
following as the actual freight-rates that were 
ruling at the time:

lw the English House of Commons the 
Oregon disaster came up on a question about 
boats, to which Mr. Mandella, President of the 
Board of Trade, answered that a passenger 
steamer was required to carry boats according 
to ber registered tonnage and not according 
to the number of passengers.

France—M. Pasteur Still Sticks to the Em- 
cacy of His Rabbit Fat—De Lesseps as 
Sanguine as Ever. 

Paris, March 24.—[Via Mackay-tennett Ca- 
die to The Tribune, |—I had the following inter- 
view with M. Pasteur today about the death 
from hyprophobia of the Russian Mujik, 
Kajusurow: 

Correspondent—Was rabies the cause of Kaju- 
surow’s death? 

M. Pasteur—Undoubtedly. 

Correspondent—Do you consider his death shows 
that bis treatment by inoculation was inefficacious? 

M. Pasteur—By no means. It proves that the 
virus of a mad wolf is more intense and works 
more rapidly than the virus of a mad dog. 
Kajusurow was bitten Maren 1. He died of 
rabies nineteen days after the bite. He had 
only received seven inoculations, and virus of 
serious strength can only be used on the sixth in- 
oculation. His wounds were terrible. Part of bis 
jaw was torn away, and the wolf's fangs penetrat- 
ed right through and caused what amounted al- 
most to direct inoculation into the brain of the 
wolf's virus. I am informed by physicians from 
Russia, where bites from mad wolves are more 
common than those from mad dogs, that death 
atter the bite of a mad wolf often occurs sixteen 
days after the bite, and that 95 per cent of those 
bitten by mad wolves die of rabies. Thust 
pure interest of science, the death of Kaju 
may be co a benefit. The autopsy made yes- 
terday proves conclusively that Kajusurow died of 
rabies. If the treatment succeeds in the cases of 
the eighteen others bitten by the same wolf what 
demonstration can be more complete? 

Correspondent—These Mujits, then, present the 
most severe test that the prophylactic method has 
yet been subjected to? 

M. Pasteur—Yes, I think so. 

While conversing those Russian Mujiks whose 
wounds enabled them to leave the hospital ar- 
rived at the laboratory. They were depressed at 
the death of their comrade, but were confident 
of the success of M. Pasteur's treatment so far 
as they were concerned. They all wore enor- 
mous boots, and filled tne laboratory with a 
most acrid smell of Russian leather and tar. 
They received their last inoculation today, 
but will remain in Paris a mont longer. 
M. Pasteur and Dr. Grancher visit tne other 
Russians, who are still confived to their beds at 
the bospital, every day. The priest’s wounds 
are so severe that bis lip and part of his cheek 
are to be cutaway in a few days. Another 
Mujik is suffering from fever. The Russian 
Ambassador and Baroness de Mobrenheim take 
great interest in them, sending them Russian 
tea, vodka, pickles, and other national refresh- 


ments. 

The subscriptions to the Pasteur Institute 
continue to flow in from all countries, especial. 
ly from Italy, Russia, and Austria. The sub- 
scriptions from Switzerland and Portugal each 
exceed so far those received from the United 


Siates. 

On his arrival at St. Nazaire yesterday M. de 
Lesseps was at once interviewed. Not content 
with preparing iliuminations and all 
the ships and streets in his honor, numbers of 
enthusiasts went out to meet bim in boats as 
soon as the Washington was sighted. M. de 
Lesseps looxed weil, though tired. On the 
journey, in a sudden lurch of the vessel, be 
was thrown down in bis cabin ana badly 
bruised. M. de Lesseps does not seem to have 
lost any confidence, Said be: 

Six years ago, when the Mayor of St. Nazaire had 
delivered an address, I left this place for Panama 
to begin this undertaking. Nov, in tne presence 
of delegates from the Chambers of Commerce of 
Roven, Bordeaux, Marseilies, and St. Nazaire, who 
accompanied me, I say that nearly half of the canal 
is finished, workmen are at work along the whole 
route, and our machinery represents the labor of 
300,000 men. We promised that the canal should be 
ready in 1888. I will keep my promise. The 
mortality just now is insignificant. The first in- 
stallment of your money was used for a hospital 
containing 600 beds and for medica) assistence. 
Thanks to this, we have hardly any sick. Thanks 
to the savings of the French people, of the small 
capitalists, we have been enabied to execute our 
scheme. No other mation could bave done what 
France has done. She is ever ready to give her 
blood and money for the good of tae country and 
for humanity. 

The banquet given this evening at St. Na- 
zaire was very successful, several Generals 
and Consuls, the Prefect, Mayor, and many local 
officials assisting. Effusive speeches were 
made in bonor of the guest, to which the iat- 
ter responded. In the course of bis speech he 
said: 


I said abroad and I repeat at home that France, 
which made Suez, is Panama. For the 
former I had that faith with which I inspired oth- 
ers.

Mr. William H. Sherwbed’s Piano Recital. 

The piano recital of Mr. William H. Sher- 
wood at Central Music-Hall yesterday after- 
noon’ was very largely attended for that 
kind of an entertainment. The indispo- 
sition. of music students and ama- 
teurs to attend piano recitals appears strange 
when it is remembered that a recital by a first- 
rate artist bas two values, both considerable. 


In the first place, such 4 recital 
is a translation. of tone-poems out the 
silent symbolism of musiotype into 


the sounding forms which the composer con- 
ceived. When a first-rate artist does this sort 
of thing be not only effects such a sounding. 
realization of the poet's conception as no ama- 
teur bas the musical imagination to do, 
but he does it, moreover, with a ful, 
ness and facility of technical dexterity which 


leaveé the hearer undistressed hy anxiety 
about trying passages, and so on. Further— 
and this is so practical a value that it is unac- 
countable how students miss it—a recital by a 
first-rate artist is a lesson in the bigher art of 
plano-playmg such as no student can get 
in private, exeept in rare moments 
whon the teacher is himself an artist. It is 
pleasant to see that both these values are be- 
cowing better and better appreciated in Cnhi- 
cago, partiy through the intelligent activity of 
a few of the teachers, and partly through the 
agency of such orcanizations as the 
Amateur Club. Mr. Sherwood's recital yes- 
terday was very long. bavine been lengthened 
trom the first program by the insertion of two 
songs and later b the addinon of Beetboven’'s 
great sonata in C minor, opus 111, the last of 


all. This -coloseal and deeply  beau- 
tiful work makes such demands 
upon the player that “few concert- 


pianists care to trouble it except in private; 
the more especially as no glory i« to be won by 
play mg it, inasmuch as the public, even the 
inner brotherhood” of intelligent amateurs, 
as yet are not familiar enough with it to ap- 
preciate its deeper beauties or the 
efforts of the artist in bringing them 
to their attention. Mr. Sherwood is one of the 
few artista able to interpret this work in a 
manner to make it intelligibis and enjoyable 
to listeners in general. lu the heroic and pas- 
sionately-tossed first movement yesterday he 
was perhaps somewhat too much at bis ease; 
the tempest had too much time to dally at 
street corners, to cogquet with the fringes 
and flounces of passing dames, or to whisper in 
the ear of the lover that spring is nigh. ‘These 
amenities are becoming in their way, but it 
was not the way of the passionate Beetboven. 
In the second movement, however, Mr. Sher- 
wood played beautifully, with great repose, 
delicacy, and poetic quality. The entire audi- 
ence listened as if speli-bound, the attention 
more and more absorbed to the end. Follow- 
ing the sonata there was an important Chopin 
number, consisting of the waltz in A flat, op. 
34, the scherzo from the sonata in B flat minor, 
op. 36, nocturne In C minor, op. 48 barca- 
rolle in F sharp minor. op. 60, and ballade in A 
flat, op. 47. In the last four of these be played 
delightfully. The barcarolle is rarely beard, 
but it is a splendid work. The remainder of 
the program was made up of several p/eas- 
ing pieces by Mr. Sherwood himself, 
William Mason, Raff, Dupont, Grieg, Kullak. 
ete., nearly all familiar and all well done. Mr. 
Knorr sang two new songs by Mr. 8. A. Baid- 
win, “Dear Heart, I Love Thee So and 
“Slumber, O Slumber.“ Of the Sherwood 
pieces the bailade seemed to have the most sub- 
stance init. Mr. Sherwood will de board again 
Friday afternoon at the same place in a pro- 
gram strong in Schumann and Liszt.

MEN AND MEASURES IN IOWA. 


The Appropriations Recommended for State 
Institutions—New Laws—The Soldiers’ 
Hume Movement—Ap 
Des Mornss, Ia., March 24.—( Special. |—The 

House Committee on Appropriations reported 

today on most of the State institutions. The 

report gives to the Fort Madison Penitentiary 
$11,700; Anamosa Penitentiary, $31,400; Gien- 
wood Institute for Feeble-Minded Children, 
$11,200; State Normal School at Cedar Falls. 
$21,650; Vinton College for the Blind, $10,200; 
agricultural colleges at Ames, $5,300; Prison- 
ers’ Aid Association, $1,500; for expenses of 

Iowa exhibit at New Orleans Exposition. $20,000; 

Deaf and Dumb Institution at Council Bluffs, 

$1,450. There is much dissatisfaction with the 

report of the committee in allowing oniy $10,- 

000 for the new hospital being built at Clarin- 

da. The trustees asked for $300,000 to continue 

the work. The committee allows for bui‘ding 
additions to the asviums at Independence and 

Mount Pleasant, but their increased capacity 

will still leave 1,500 insane in the State for 

whom there is no provision. 

The House bill providing for the examina- 
tion of insurance companies and prescribing in 
what securities their funds may be invested 
was passed. 

[These investments must be in United States 
bonds, State bonds above par, bonds or mortgages 
upon unincumbered real estate in lowa or any 
State in which the company is doing business, or 
in county bonds, munteipal bonds. or in loans upon 
its own policy, provided such loans do not exceed 
one-half the reserve. } 

The bill requiring railroads to give rebate 

tickets for extra fare paid on cars was passed. 
The bill providing that suits for personal in- 
jury against municipal corporations shall be 
brought within six months from date o: injury 
was passed. 
In the Senate the Military Committee report- 
ed the bill establishing a soidiers’ home and 
appropriating $100,000 for that purpose. Sen- 
ator Scott offered a substitute providing that 
the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home at Devenport be 
used fora soldiers’ home. He sapported nis 
substitute with a speech of an hour, claiming 
that the Orphans’ Home bad been diverted 
from its original use. and tau bis plan would 
save the State $500,000 in ten years. No definit 
action was taken. 

The Senate today passed the concurrent 
resolution asking the Governor for informa- 
tion upon the following points: Present con- 
dition of the finances of the Strate, including 

amount of real deficit, if any now exists; the 

prospective revenue ot the State for the next 

— period; number, condition, and dis- 

tribution of the insane in lowa; number in 

public and private hospitals. with any sugges- 
tions upon these questions that may be of in- 
terest to the Legisiature. The Governor will 
in afew days send a special message to the 

Legislature answering these questions.

Some days ago 873 boxes of tea were re- 
ceived bere by Robert Jeffery & Co., imported 
from Hioga, via San Francisco, and detained at 
the Appraiser’s office. Upon examination the 
examiner declared the goods came within the 
probibition contained in the act of March 2, 
1883, enacted to prevent the importation of 
spurious tea, and reported the facts to the 
Collector. The result has been that the im- 
porters have entered protest against this de- 
cision, and an appraisement will be made by 
what are known as “merchants’ appraisers "’ 
to determine whether or not the de- 
cision of the examiner as to the 
quality of the tea is correct. They consist of 
one examiner appointed by the Collector, one 
by the importer, and a third named by those 
appointed. The exporter has ten days in which 
to make his selection, and if the decision is ad- 
verse to nis claim, the tea is either exported or 
destroyed. The present invoice amounts to 
22,922 pounds, and is valued at 20,243 Japanese 
dollars or $3,200.43 in American curency.
